which never fails to eradicate from the Mind 
the Clowniſhneſs, Obſtinacy, and Moroſeneſs 
of the Schools. A Man who has ſeen Wo- 
men only as it were in Perſpeclive, if he is but 


an ordinary Genius, ſeems ſtupid When he is 


obliged to converſe with them, his Baſhfulneſs 
diſturbs his Thoughts, and ties up his Tongue; 
in his Looks, Geſture, and every Patt of his 
Behaviour, he is the very Picture of an Idiot, 


and tho' he were Otherwiſe a Man really of 
excellent Endowments, yet being a Novice 


in this Scene of Life, and unacquainted with 
the Humours, Laws, and Cuſtoms of the Fe- 


male Morld, will appear, as we ſay, but a meer 


um- drum 
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Ham- drum. If Learning be his chief Talent, 
he is only a Pedant ; when he ſpeaks, it is with 
fo much Confuſion, that he ſeems a Stranger 
in his own Country; and if he undertakes to 
ſhow his good Breeding by Compliments, no- 
thing can be more ſtarched and infipid, nay, 
very often he ſays quite the Reverſe of what 
he intended. If the Diſcourſe be on Topicks, 
which he never read of in his Books, tho” they 
require no great Depth of Underſtanding, he 
is inſtantly ſtruck ſilent, and dares not join in 
a Converſation where Perſons of but indiffe 
rent | Learning, by their Knowledge of the 
World, hall make a very agreeable Figure; 
nor can his lumpiſh Maſs reliſh the Wit and 
ſprightly Turns of the reſt of the Company. 
Orb. But then he ſeverely revenges himſelf, 
if you ſtart a Subject which comes within the 
Sphere of his Knowledge. What an Inunda- 
tion of Pedantry follows! He runs over all 
the Greet and Roman Authors, is bewildered 
even in his own Thoughts, and grows unin- 
telligible both to his Auditors and to himſelf. 
He diſputes, and pragmatically aſſerts, the con- 
trary to what another ſays, purely to ſhow his 
Learning and Sophiſtry. If he is plied with 
Arguments which put him to a Stand, like a 
meer Scholar, he has Recourſe to foul Lan- 
guage, and every Body who differs from him 
is a Fool and an Ignoramus. This imperti- 
nent Way of ſhowing his Parts, renders him 
more diſagreeable than his awkward Silence, 
tho' the poor vain Creature thinks it gains 
him Admiration. Tis the Characteriſtick of 
Fellows of Colleges, Students, or Scholars of 
what Degree and Age ſoever, whoſe Univer- 
ſity Ruſt has not been filed off, till they have

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received. the Poliſhing of a Converſe. among 


the Ladies; and ate let into the Secrets: af the 


Beau - Monde; till this lucky Ara they eau nei- 
ther ſpeak nor be filegt with Diſeretion; they 
are a Medley of Selſ-conceit, Sheepiſnneſs, 
Pedantry, and Obſtinacy, their whole Behavi- 
our ſhows them to be a Herd of clowniſh 
Blunderbuſſes; But polite Scholars, who after 
they have finiſhed the Coarſe, of their Studies, 
frequent the Aſſemblèes, ſoon acquire a gen- 
teel Deportment. Their Countenance chears 
up, their Looks are gay and ſerene, aud their 
Carriage graceful and engaging. When they 
ſpeak tis with Eaſe and Elegance. They un- 
fold the moſt: abſtruſe and intricate” Subject. 


in a Manner. ſo, clear and conſpicuous, that 


even Nature her ſelf ſeems to ſpeak with their 
Tongue.

+ Phil. What Anſwer can you make to the 
common Objection againſt theſe polite Female-

Ur. This Objection is certainly the moſt 
M-grounded that ever was raiſed; for the 
Ladies have a natural Averſion to Cowards, 
and Men of puſillanimous Spirits. Though a 
Man be endowed with every Virtue and ami- 
able Quality, let him be learned, wiſe, cour- 
teous, generous and juſt, if he is not brave, 
all his Excellencies will be overlooked, and he 

will never be eſteemed by a Voman of .

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As Courage is a Virtue, which, perhaps for 
the better Oeconomy of the World, Nature 
has not beſtowed on them, and which does not 
belong to their tender Frame, they endeavour 
to make all poſſible Amends by their extreme 
Love and Admiration of that Perſon who \poF- 
ſeſſes it in any eminent Degree. The Praiſe of 
a4 Woman of Worth quickens the Courage of 
a MAN of traue Honour. Incited by a Thirſt 
of Glory, and an ardent Deſire of rivetting 
himſelf in the Eſteem of the Lady for whom 
he entertains an affectionate Paſſion, no Dan- 
gers can deter him, no Attempr is too difficult, 
his Exploits will appear Prodigies. This De- 
fire of pleaſing, is attended with another very 
good Etfect, it pmrifies the Courage of à Sol- 
dier from its Droſs of Cruelty ; for the ma 
ſevere Hoſtilities, Slaughters, and Devaſtations 
committed in War, will harden the Mind, and 
produce wild and inhuman Inclinations; unleſs 
after the Tumults and Horrors of a Cam- 
paign are over, he frequents the Aſſemblèes of 
Ladies; he will there forget his martial 'Fera- 
City, and imbibe Pity, Gentleneſs, and other 
tender Virtues which are not in the leaſt incon- 
filtent with Courage, but add a great Beauty to 
it. A PRINCESS of the laſt Age, renowned 
for her Learning, Wit, and good Senſe, uſed 
to ſay, I have but a ſmall Eſteem for a meer 
Man of Courage, for his Company is dangerous and 
troubleſome, and his. Diſconrſe vulgar and pro- 
fane. Such Men ſhould reſerve their Swords fur 
the Enemies of their Country, and not draw them 
far every Trifle upon a Fellow-Citizen; It is a 
common Weakneſs in Military Gentlemen, to 
be always talking of Battles, Storms, and-Sie- 
ges, wherein themſelves have acted a conſide-

Embaſladors ſent on Purpoſe from Rome to 
Athens, and ſtrictly obſerved by the Romans, this 
divine Legiſlatot, I ſay, forbad Dowries, ot- 
daining that 4 Bride mould br ing no more with 
her, than three Gowns, and ſome ſlight Houſe- 
hold ſtuff of ſmall Value; for he would not 
that Marriage [ſhould be mercenary or vendible. 
but that the Man and Woman ſhould cohabi 
for Iſſue, Love, and Friendſh ip 
And Lycirgus the Lacedemonian Law-givef; 
ſo much admit'd, When living, and 'ador* 
when dead, allowed no Woman to marry un- 
leſs without a Fortune, that Men might not 
de alluted to Marriage by Intereſt, but from 
the ſweet Conſtraint, and unſophiſticated Dic- 
tates of Nature, from that myſterious Agree- 
ment, aud Sympathy of Minds, which alone 
can make Men happy in à matried Eſtate. 
And this was one of thoſe famous Ordinan- 
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ces, 
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ces, which received this Teſtimony from the 
Oracle of Apollo at Delphos. That his Laws 
were excellent, and that the People which ob- 
ſerved them ſhould live in Happineſs and Re- 
nown. Wich the Spartan found experimen- 
tally true for the Space of ſive hundred Years, 
as long as they continued in the ſtrict Obſer- 
yihce 'o6 eme boning bas zen 1 
Tueſe among the Antients; and to ſhew that 
"tis; as little ſingular as new, and mention One 
for all among the Moderns, there is a Paſſage 
a propos in Sir William Temple's Eſſay on po-

and extinguiſh all other Regards and Defires: 
So that our Marriages are made juſt like other 
common Bargains and Sales, by the meer 
Conſideration of Intereſt or Gain, without 
any of Love. or Eſteem, of Birth, or of 
Beauty itſelf, which ought to be the true 
Ingredients of all happy Compoſitions of this 
Kind, and of all generous Productions. Yet 
this Cuſtom is of no antient Date in Exg- 
land, and, I think, I remember within leſs 
that fifty Years, the firſt noble Families that 
marry'd into the City for downright Money, 
and thereby inroduged by Degrees this pub- 
lick Grievance, which has ſince ruined ſo 
many Eſtates, by the Neceſſity of giving great 
Portions to Daughters; impaired many Fa- 
milies by the weak or mean Productions of 
Marriages made without any of that Warmth 
and Spirit, that is given them by Force of 
Inclination and perſonai Choice; and extin- 
guiſh'd many great ones, by the Averſion of 
the Perſons who ſhould have continued them. 


I know no Remedy for this Evil under our 


Sun, but a Law, providing, that no Woman

The united Authority of this great Triamviri 
might perhaps be ſufficient to convince every 
rational.

She is as beauti- 
ful as Venus, tho? her Glaſs would tell her the 
contrary, if ſhe did not look with her. own 
Eyes. She is ingenious, good-humout'd, virtu- 
ous, well-bred, and in ſhort, ſhe wants no natu- 
ral Charms, nor acquired Accompliſhments, 
till ſhe is flatter'd into Marriage with a Man 
who cares for nothing but her Wealth; and 
in leſs Time than the Courtſhip laſted; ſhe has 
good Luck, if the be not ſlighted, deſpiſed, and 
abuſed. Nay, ſo little is the Woman yalued, 
let her Fortune be never ſo great, that among 
Men, who have not. the worſt Reputation for 
Immorality in the World, if it be ask'd, How 
they can marry a Woman for her Money, 
whom they can't love? Tis preſently anſwe- 
red, If ſhe has an Eſtate to maintain me a8 a 
Gentleman, 1 care for no more, I can have 
Women enough that I like. 

But there is another Method leſs generous, 
yet more frequent than the former. There are 
a Sort of People in the World, commonly of 
the Feminine Gender, call'd Mateh- makers, 
tho' they don't care to own the Name. Theſe.

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make it their Bufineſs to pry into the dome- 
ſtick Concerns of others, that no Way belong 
to them, and having got Intelligence of young 
Women's Fortunes, they endeavour if poſſible 
to get ſome Acquaintance with their Perſons 
alſo; and by this Means, having Gudgeons 
enough always ready to bite at the Silver Hook, 
they contrive, and too often conſummate unhap- 
2, atches, to the utter Ruin of both Parties. 

he Man expects a Fortune, but like [x1 
graſps a Cloud, and rages at his Diſappointment, 

he Woman is equally incenſed at the like 
Deluſion in her Hopes of a great Eſtate ; and 
if they don't part by mutual * they Jive 
4 very uncomfortable Life together. Sometimes 
an innocent Virgin, unacquainted with the 
wicked Ways of the World, is ſold to a pro- 
fligate Rake; and ſometimes the Man is made 

a Fool of, and enflaved-to a Wife, who in- 
ſtead of Money brings all Sorts of evil Qua- 
lities. But ſuppoſe there be no geat Deceiton 
either Side, Mrs. Letter-Carrier will be ſure 
to' make a good Bargain for her ſelf, and be 
extravagantly paid on both Hands; by the Man 
for procuring him ſo rich a Wife, and by the 
Woman for helping her to ſo good a Husband. 
That this ſcandalous . PraQice is | oftner uſed 
than diſcloſed, © our Courts of Judicature will 
not ſuffer us to doubt, ſince ſometimes upon 
Diſcovery of the Cheat and ambidextrous Com- 
pact, Mrs. Match-maker is denied her Gratui- 
72 (as ſhe calls it) and put to her Relief at 


But the Conſequences of yg merely 
for a Fortune, are much worſe than the Means 
generally taken to get one. From this Origi- 
nal proceed the many fatal Accidents, which wx 
ALT | . attende 
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attended the ſtealing of Heireſſes. Upon this 
Account we have in our own Age beheld a 
very Tragical Scene, which occafioned the ma- 
king a cruel Act, (as the Fortune-Catchers 
term it) That this Kind of Theft ſhould alſo 


be Felony, and which might have been who 


ly ſaperſeded by ſach 'a mild and wholſome 
Law as this would be. Under this Head may 
be ranked all thoſe Cheats and Impoſtures, 
which are very often put upon the World b 
Women's Setting up for great Fortunes, who 
Reputations perhaps among their Acquaintance 
are gone as well as their Money; and the 
ſame Deceit is as commonly returned upon 
them by the Men, who pretend to have great 
Eſtates, when *tis well if they are not worſe' 
than nothing. | | 
However, by this Means they frequently de- 
coy one another into Marriage, to the utter 
Ruin of many a private Family, and the great 
Detriment of the publick. And it may not be 
wholly ſuperfluous to mention" the fraudulent 
Compacts, and clandeſtine Agreements, which 
are oftentimes enter'd into upon —_—_ 
Joyntures and Marriage- Settlements. Theſe, 
and on the other Hand, all the Shifts and Con- 
trivances to detain or diminiſh Daughter's Por- 
tions would be entirely prevented, and the an- 
tient and well grounded Law of Thirds would 
recover its primitive Uſe and Reputation again. 
But farther yet, when the Wives Money made 
the Match, the Coldneſs and Indiffetente' whict 
the Hasband muſt neceſſarily ſhew towards het 
(for Paſſion will not long be diſſembled) quick- 
ly heightens into Diſcord and Diſſenſion. The 
Houſe is torn into Pieces by inteſtine: Diviſi- 
ons, and deſtroyed by _ who mould ſupport 
n. : 3 It, 
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it. Tbe Man is uneaſy at Home, and there- 
fore ſpends his Time and his Money abroad, 
in the Purſuit of expenfive Pleaſures, and Viola- 
tion of the nuptial Bed: The Woman pleads 
Preſident, and takes the ſame Licence, which 
in Time comes to this Concluſion, that they 
have no Home left to go to. From this 
Cauſe we may without Injuſtice deduce the 
many infamous Separations and Diyorces, 
which are ſo frequent among us. Infamous 1 
call them, not becauſe they are wrongfully 
obtain'd, but becauſe *tis a horrid Shame there 
ſhould | be ſuch Occaſions for them in a 
Chriſtian Country, and are too convincing a 
Proof of the Growth. of Irreligion, and the ge- 
neral Corruption of Morals. 
There is another Inconvenience attends this 
pernicious Practice of marrying for Money; 
which is, the prepoſterous Conjunction of the 
Head and the Tail of the World together, 
The Duke and the Draper's Daughter, the Dut- 
cheſs and the Debauchee, the caſt-off Counteſs 
and the broken Eſquire, which, if it had no 
other ill Effects, is the ready Way to contound 
all the uſeful Diſtinctions, which Reaſon be- 
gan, and Cuſtom has confirm'd amongſt Man- 
kind, and entirely to aboliſh Nobility, or at 
leaſt deprive it of all its antient hereditary Ho- 
nour and Dignity... But this is not all, where 
the Parties are ſo unequal, the Contempt from 
done, and Reſentment. from the other, are the 
fruitful: Parents of more Miſchief and Trouble 
than any Body can imagine, but ſuch as have 
unhappily born their Share of them; and the 
diſagreeble Affinity, which is hereby contracted, 
is thought diſhonourable on one Side, and is 
often found Burthenſome and Oppreſſive on the 
| 1 Other. 
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other. For which, and other good Reaſons, 
no leſs than two of the ſeven Sages made 
it theit particular Advice to Match Equal. 
Nor does the Evil terminate here, but is of- 
ten derived to late Poſtetity, for when that 
kindly Warmth and ſincere Affection is want- 
ing, which is a neceſlary Ingredient in the Com- 
poſition of matrimonial Bliſs; when the Duties 
of the Bed are perform'd with Indifference, 
or perhaps with Reluctance from one Party, 
"tis not to be wondered if the Imperfections 
of the Cauſe are tranſmitted to the Effect; for 
as Men ſow they will reap, and 'tis true in a 
Natural, as well as Logical Senſe, that the 
Concluſion always follows the weaker of the 
Premiſes. But let Naturaliſts purſue this Argu- 
ment to the utmolt, and I doubt not but the 
Reſult of their Enquiries will be this, That 
moſt of our Diſeaſes are owing to the Diſtem- 
pers or Diſaffections of our Parents. If they 
only were affficted for their own Faults, the 
Matter would not deſerve to be ſo much la- 
mented, but when they entail Miſery upon their 
Off-ſpring to many Generations; when inno- 
cent, but unhappy Infants ſhall ſuffer not only 
in their Eſtates, but their Bodies too, for the 
Vices and Follies of their Progenitors. Me- 
thinks, meer Pity and Good-natuse ſhould: make 
us forward to ſeek ſome etfequal Redreſs, if 
any ſuch might be found. And ſure it might 
be found, if Men were once reſtrained from 
that ſordid, mercenary, ungenerous Practice of 
marrying any thing for Money, and turning a 
divine Ordinance into the vileſt kind of Mer- 


* Chandiſe. 


But now let us ſurvey the bright Side of the 
Odject, and look upon Matrimony diyeſted of 
its 
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its dark Veil, free from all unnatural Blemiſhes, 
and arrayed in its primitive Purity, and genuine 
Luſtre. And under this Character it will ad- 
mit of no other Motive or Inducement, but 
"Generous Love; Love, the moſt noble, moſt 
delightful, and moſt divine Paſſion of the Mind; 
the very Soul of Life, and Cement, that not 
only unites, but animates the happy Pair. Where 
that reigns, ineffable Pleaſures ura them 
in the Day, and reſt upon them at Night. They 
wake to new Joys in the Morning, too great 
to be impaired by the common Accidents and 
Misfortunes of Life, and like the glorious Light 
of ' the Sun, not to be darkened with every 
flying Cloud. They who become one Mind, 
as well as one Fleſh, upon this proper and 
rational Incitement, will ſeldom or never fail 
of attaining the true and excellent End of Ma- 
trimony in a vigorous and healthy Off-ſpring, 
which may be able to go through all the La- 
bours of Life with Courage and Credit, which 
in their tender Years will be the greateſt De- 
light to their Parents, and when grown up, the 
moſt ſolid Comfort and Support of their Age. 
While thoſe ſordid Wretches, who have no 
Paſſion for any Thing but Money, and think 
no Face beautiful but their adored Idol im- 
preſſed upon Coin, are defervedly puniſhed 
with Sterility, or what's worſe, a puny ſickly 
Race, fit for nothing here but to maintain 
Quacks and Apothecaries, the Grief and Bur- 
den of their Progenitors- when living, and their 
Diſparagement when dead. For the many 
unbappily born, the crazy and the crooked are 
generally the Products of diſtorted Inclinations, 
and are more indebted for their Generation to 
' frigid Intereſt than genial Affedion. But if the 

os generous 
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generous Principle of Love and Honour were 
univerſally eſtabliſned among Mlen, they would 
ſure be as careful in their own Breed, as in 
that of their Cattle, and other Creatures, and 
in the Choice of a Female Conſort would prin- 
cipally take Care of her being well qualified 
in all reſpe&s for the great End of their Cre- 
ation. And becauſe under this Conſideration 
mental Endowments would among all rational 
Perſons be accounted very momentous and eſti- 
mable, therefore every Man would be diſpoſed 
to like and elect ſuch as (according to his No- 
tions and Opinion of Things) he thought-moſt 
excellent and agreeable. The - Honourable 
would eſteem good Underſtanding and Breed- 
ing, untainted Virtue, and a Deſcent from no- 
ble Anceſtors. The Learned would be apt to 
admire Wit, Ingenuity, Knowledge and Diſcre- 
tion. And the Gentleman would value agree- 

able Humour, good Education, and genteel Be- 
haviour. Nor would the good Houſewife. be 
deprived of her juſt Worth. And Beauty, the 
particular Gift of Heaven, and unconteſted 
Prerogative of our Women, would not want 
its due Admiration. In ſhort, Birth and Beau- 
ty, Wit and Underſtanding, Good-humour and 

reeding, Knowledge and Virtue would be 
reckoned the chief Excellencies of the Fair 
| Sex, and for which they ought in Reaſon, 

and would then in Fad be moſt eſteemed. 
Men would then chuſe ſuch as were moſt like 


themſelves in Conſtitution of Body, and Tem- 
per of Mind, ſuch as had the ſame Deſires and 
Averſions, which are the ſtrongeſt Cement, and 
moſt inviolable Bond of Love and Friendſhip. 


At leaſt there would never be that vaſt Diſpa- 
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rity of Age, which is too often bound together 
in Hymen s cruel Chains. 

And here [ cannot but obſerve, how com- 
mon, yet how unſpeakably miſerable is the 
Condition of thoſe young Women, who by 
covetous and narrow-ſpirited Parents are com- 
pelled to marty ſome wretched old Hunks, 
Who has nothing to make him tolerable but 
his Dirt and his Droſs. This indeed is a 
worſe than Mezentian Cruelty, to conjoin 
blooming- Youth and withered Age, verdant 
Springs and hoary Winter, vigorous Health 

ife, with Impotence, Infirmity, and Death. 
What greater Torment than for a charming 
Virgin to be condemned to ſuch loathed Em- 
braces, to be baniſhed” from all the ſuitable En- 
joyments of Life, to be made a Nurſe inſtead 
of a Bride, and to have no Hopes left, but in 
the laſt Remedy of all Diſeaſes. To be forced 
into ſuch a State, wherein ſhe not only loſes 
herſelf, but the Publick loſes a Perſon well 
lied for Propagation, for the Cate of 
hildren, and Domeſtick Concerns; and for 


all the Offices of a good Woman, and a vir- 


tuous Wife. Vet this is the deplorable Fate 
af too many, which 'tis to be h might in 
great Meaſure be prevented, if Money were 
once deprived of its unjuſt, but extenſive Pow- 
er and Magick Force in making of Matches, 
and the marrying purely for Riches among the 
Men, could be no longer ufed as a Prefident 
by the Women, who having been taught and 
accuſtomed not to prize themſelves for their 
own Wealth, 'tis to be preſumed would not 
be ſo apt to value Men on the ſame inconſi- 
derable Account. Nor would there be any 
Room left for the vain ExpeQation of bury- 


ing 
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ing the old Husband, and marrying again to 
reat Advantage with a mighty Joynture, fince 
Widows alſo ſhould bring no Fortune to a 
ſecond Husband, but all their Eſtate ſhould 
upon their Marriage deſcend to the next Ta- 
ker in Law. | | 
But there are ſeveral other collatera] Advan- 
tages of ſuch an Inſtitution, roo many to be 
foreſeen or enumerated, ſome of which that 
are of more publick Influence perhaps it may 
not be impertinent to mention. It is to be 
hoped, that Fathers would not ſo frequently 
live beyond their Means, and enflaye their 
Eſtates, leaving their Heirs to fetch Fortunes 
to redeem them. However Sons could not 
have this Excuſe for Extravagance, and making 
deep Wounds in their Patrimony. That they 
might eaſily heal all again with a Wive's ſana- 
tive Portion. An old Miſer, who had only 
Daughters of his own Blood to inherit his ill- 
gotten Wealth would not have that Tempration 
or plaufible Pretence to make himſelf miſera- 
ble all his Life, that he might render his Chi 
dren the more unfortunate by their exceſſive 
Portions after his Death. Nor could our Wo- 
men marry into foreign Countries, and carry 
away-valt Sums with them, to the great Loſs 
and Injury of the Nation. But cheſe are little 
Things in Compariſon of the immenſe Advan- 
tages which might be reaped from ſueh an 
Inſtitution; an Inſtitution of ſuch univerſal In- 
fluence upon the whole Courſe of human Life, 
as muſt neceflarily introduce a new, and more 
beautiful Face of Aﬀeairs ' into the World, and 
would go perhaps the fartheſt of any one Thing 
toward reducing Mankind to its primitive Pu- 
rity, Simplicity, and Innocence. Tis to de 
| | © hoped 
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hoped we ſhould by this Means re-enjoy the 
Bleflings of the Golden Age, and as far as poſſi- 
ble recover loſt Paradiſe again, by making Ma- 
trimony quite otherwiſe from what it is gene- 
rally at preſent, but what it was in its firſt 
Appointment deſigned to be, The happieſt State 
on Earth. Since all theſe Advantages Natural, 
Moral, and Political, would undoubtedly be 


the Conſequence of marrying for generous Love, 


and the Cure of all the Evils, which attend 
the preſent Practice; how can this Inquiſitive, 
this Virtuous, this Reformieg Age any longer 
endure the Tyranny of a Cuſtom ſo contrary 
to Nature, to Reaſon, and to Religion ? How 
can we, who are jealous of our Liberty in 
other Things, be ſo tamely wedded to Servi- 
tude in this, where 'tis ſo very much for our 
Happineſs to be free ? 

But here I expect a whole Army of ObjeQi- 
ons ready to riſe up againſt me, more nume- 
rous than formidable, and which, thu” never 
| ſo weak, may be apt to boaſt of their Power if 
not anſwered and ſubdued. | 

It may perhaps be alledged, that Men may 
now if they pleaſe purſue their own Inclinati- 
ons, and marry for downright Love, without 
any Regard to Money; and therefore there is 
no Need of any Alteration. 

is true indeed they may do do, but then 
according to the common Courſe of Things, 
what muſt be the Conſequence of it. They 
muſt in all Probability plunge themſelves into 
unavoidable and unpitied Poverty, than which 
nothing is more grievous to a generous Mind. 
For if it be a younger Brother who marries 
thus, tis commonly one Part of his Buſineſs 
and Hopes to make his Fortune by a Wife; 
| ſince 
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fince all that can be ſpared from the Heir, or 
laid up out of the Father's Eſtate, is little enough 
to put off the Daughters, and he can expect no- 
thing but his Education, and ſome ſmall Matter 
to ſet up with. This then in him muſt be a 


fatal Stumbling at the Threſhold, and throw» 


ing away all his Hopes at the firſt Caſt, which 
we mult not ſuppoſe theſe Men of Fortune 


will do, eſpecially ſince they are apt to arrogate - 


to themſelves all the Wit of the Family, tho? 
their Superiors in Birth have the Eſtate. But 
the Caſe is much worſe with an elder Brother, 
if he makes ſuch a falſe Step, and commits 


ſuch an'irrettievable-Exror. The Eſtate, which 


ſhould have been his, if he had broughta Fortune 


to be divided among his Siſters, muſt be ſold 


to raiſe their Portions, or what's worſe, loaded 


with the heavy Burden of a corroding Mort- 
gage, which he, unhappy Man, can never ex- 
pect to diſcharge ; for having been bred above 
the ſordid Arts of Gain, he is a very unequal. 
Match for the Men of Buſineſs, the Harpres: 


of the World, and therefore can have but flen- 
der Hopes of recovering. himſelf among them. 


His neceſſary Expences daily increafe, and his 


Means of Tupplying them continually dimini 
till at length looking round on all Sides, an 


finding no Comfort, he either {ſinks under his 
inſupportable Miſery, or takes ſome deſperate : 


. unwarrantable Courſe to deliver himſelf. out. 
of it. How unfortunate then is this Man's 
Condition, who mult either marry for Money, 


perhaps with little or no Inclination, or elſe 


muſt endure all the Extremities of Want. All 
therefore that I plead for, is, that we- may be 


delivered from this Slavery, that we may have 
no Force put upon us, but being left to our 


native Liberty, may have no Diſcouragement ;

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however, if wehave no Advantage by following 
our laclinmions in the Choice of our moſt inti- 

-mate Companions for Life. as 
If any Man out of a preſumptuous Advance- 
ment of Prerogative ſnould go ſo far as to de- 
ny Women Senſe (as ſome have done Souls) 
and ſay they are not fit to chooſe for them- 
ſelves, and therefore ought not to be left fo 
much to their own Liberty, as they would 
be, if they had no Expectation of Portions 
from their Governours. I cannot think ſuch 
a downright Aſſertion, without any Manner of 
Reaſon for it (which is only the Argument of 
a bad Cauſe, and a weak Advocate) will find 
any Abettors; nor does it follow, that how- 
ever qualified Women may be to make their own 
Elections, they would be leſs apt to conſult 
their underſtanding. Friends about the Diſpoſal 
of themſelves; but in all Likelihood rather 
more.

proſtitute their Bodies, to the infinite Hazard

ardſhip on them, who are Men of Fortune, 
and muſt endeavour to get Wealth and a 
Wife together, and if deprived of that Means of 
advancing themſelves *'may be forced to take 
more unwarrantable Courſes. This may ſeem 
to Carry ſome Weight with a partial Obſerver 
of Things ; but if the Moiety of thoſe prodigi- 
ous Sums, which are given with Siſters in 
Marriage, were divided amongſt younger Bro- 
thers for their Settlement in the World, I think 
their Condition would be much more eligible 
than it is now; for then they would have a 
ſafficient Fortune of their own, without being 
forced to marry againſt their Inclinations to ob- 
tain one; and ſure 'tis more defirable to poſ- 
ſeſs an Eſtate, and the Liberty of pleaſing one's 
ſelf in a Wife, than to run the Hazard and 
take the Pains of getting both together. 

If it ſhould be whiſpered, that many Men 
whoſe Eſtates are incumbered would loſe a very 
compendious Way of releaſing them, and that 
many Families of Worth and Fame would be 
quite extinguiſhed for Want of a Wife's For- 
tune to ſupport them. It may be aloud re- 
plied, Let every one ſuffer according to his 
own Demerit; and if Men will ſpend their 
Eſtates in Vice and Extravagance, tis fit they 
ſhould endure the juſt Conſequences of their 
Folly, and highly unreaſonable, that a Woman's 
Fortune ſhould be paid away as the Wages of 
another's: Sin, and only afford new Fuel _ : 

| re 
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freſh Courſe of Luxury, and Intemperance. If 
it ſhould be farther urg'd, that Fathers often, - 
leave their Sons clogged with Debts, which 
they ſhould | never have contracted themſelves, 
and that this is the eaſſeſt Way of diſcharging 
them. It muſt be anſwered, their Caſe will 
admit of no tion, if it does of any Pity; 
for tis conſonant with the juſtice both of di- 
vine and human Laws, that Children ſhould 
bear heir Father's Iniquities. wee ye 

But I waſte Time in removing Straws. And 
Who at le can be againſt this Propoſal ? 
Not the Ladies; ſinee it ſecures them of real 
Affection in their Admirers, delivers them from 
all falſe Pretences, and puts it in their Power 40 
make themſelves happy with the Man, that 
loves them, and they alſo love. Not the Gen- 
tlemen; -fince it would reſtore them to the Li- 
ven of making their own Choice without 

onſtraint, and bring their Felicity almoſt to 
their own Diſpoſal. Not the Nobles gz ſince 
it would augment and eſtabliſh their Honour. 
Not the Plebeians; ſince it would promote 
their domeſtick Tranquillity and Peace. Not 
the Rich, fince it would not rob them of their 
Wealth. Not the Poor; fince they would. not 
be injured by it. Net, the Married; fiuce their 
Lot is already ag they ought to give 
others fair Play {Net the Unmarried ; tince 
they would aboke: Mothers receive the great- 
eſt Benefit by it. u A Word, ſince all Ranks 
and Degrees of Men, From the higheſt to the 
loweſt, mult in Reaſon approve ſuch an AQ 
as is herein propoſed, what ſhould hinder the 
ColleQive Wiſdom of the Nation from king 

it into their ſeriqus Conſideration? Why ſhoul 
aiMatter ſo manifeſtly conducive to the pub- 
G 3 lick 
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lick Welfare, and Happineſs of theſe King- 
doms be any 1 neglected by thoſe who 
watch over them for their Good, and deſerved- 
ly reckon themſelves, not only their Repreſen- 
tatives, but their Gnacdians, Patrons, and great- 
eſt BenefaQors. But if after all that has or 
can be ſaid to evince the Reaſonableneſs of 
| ſuch a Statute, it ſhould be thought a Subject 
too mean and trivial for the Counſels of ſuch 
an Auguſt Aſſembly, or if after a thorough De- 
bate, and due Examination, the inveterate Cuſ- 
tom of giving Fortunes with Women in Mar- 
riage, ſhould be confirmed, and permitted til! 
to prevail againſt all Oppoſition ;' there can be 
no other Reaſon affigned, I think, for ſuch a 
Procedure, but that we are wiſer than the 
moſt learned and Ong People, which have 
in any Age of the World been recorded in 
Hiſtory, the Greeks, and Romani, or elſe (what 
I hope will never be juſtly objected to an Es- 
gli Parliament) that we are not yet arrived 
to ſo high a Pitch of Prudence or Probity.
